Does the stress on 
material things have to form such 
a vicious cycle? 

What about the kinds of Christ¬ 
mas cards which are so abundantly 
found in all department and station¬ 
ery stores? Think of the far-too- 
numerous cards depicting land¬ 
scapes, gift-wrapped boxes, pets, and 
candy canes. What connection do 
these scenes have with the purpose 
of Christmas? Why do people have 
to be so gullible in buying such ir¬ 
relevant cards? If there wasn’t a 
demand for them, manufacturers 
would have to resort to more ap¬ 
propriate pictures of the true spirit 
of Christmas. 

What about the attitude which so 
many people take towards Christ¬ 
mas? To a large number, it simply 
means an extra holiday from work— 
nothing more. For others, it is a 
time when they eat too much and 
drink too much for their own good. 
Is this the Christmas spirit? Where 
does Christ come in? After all, it 
is His birthday that we are honor¬ 
ing. 

Taking into account this deplor¬ 
able trend, Ve might ask ourselves 
if there is anything which we can 
do to bring Christ back into Christ¬ 
mas. There certainly is! Let us, the 
Ukrainian Catholic Youth, take the 
lead in making people more aware 
of what Christmas really means. Let 
us not be misguided by the pecim- 
iary propaganda; it is what we feel 
that counts, not the amoxmt of 
money we spend. Let us try to help 
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those less fortunate than ourselves 
and make their Christmas a pleasant 
one. Let us send only Religious 
Christmas cards to our friends in¬ 
stead of the fantastic versions which 
glut the market. 

Let us regard Christmas as the 
Holy time it really is, an occasion 
when we attend Mass frequently 
and receive communion; when we 
raise our voices jubilantly in sing¬ 
ing the wonderful Christmas Carols;

Periscoping Youth 

Part I 


In the last few years I’ve had 
many wonderful opportunities to 
watch our Ukrainian Catholic Youth 
in action. As you watch them one 
gets to love them more and more. 
They’re really a wonderful gang, no 
matter where they be. Toronto, Van¬ 
couver, Montreal, Edmonton, Hil¬ 
liard, New York, or just little Shady 
Rest wherever it may be. 

One of the most interesting 
things about youth are the indi¬ 
viduals themselves. True it’s fine to 
see them accomplish things as a 
youth body, often big things; carni¬ 
vals, Ritual series, conventions, car 
bingos, teas, drama festivals, ora¬ 
torical contests, pilgrimmages, and 
the 101 things that our youth does 
accomplish. But it’s the person, him¬ 
self who is part of the greater 
group vlrho to me presents the most 
intriguing problems. 

Many a time after coming home 
from a youth meeting with its con¬ 
ference and social I’ve spent up to 
the wee hours in the morning 
wondering what makes Jimmy tick? 


Why did he do a thing in just that 
way. There seems to be a drama 
played in every person’s everyday 
life. Each person seems to be a tiny 
little world, and every little world 
is full and tense with emotion, sus- 
pence, action, love, charm, intrigue 
and all the complicated shades, tones 
and values, which color those mar¬ 
vellous textures of the human per¬ 
sonality. 

Why does Mary come up to me 
and say, “Father, I’m a Ukrainian 
and a Catholic, I’ve never seen our 
Mass before—nor have I ever learn¬ 
ed Ukrainian, but I’d like to learn.” 
And so. We find Mary joins the 
Church Choir, Our Lady’s Sodality, 
the Youth Club and in her quiet 
unobtrusive way soon proves that 
we’ve won a jewel which would 
enhance the beauty of any parish 
crown. It isn’t long before Mary is 
taking evening lessons in Ukrainian 
and is sincerely hoping to be pro¬ 
ficient enough to teach others. Well 
we’re proud of Mary. But she’s only 
one in a hundred—perhaps a thou- ' 
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sand. What happens to the others? 
Perhaps we’ll describe the picture 
a little later on. 

Every good club seems to be 
favored with two or three active, 
dependable responsible members. I 
really believe this is arranged by 
God’s divine providence. No club 
can manage without them. These 
are the people who are always ready 
to do things for their organization. 

It is not that they have mgre 
time than others; rather one would 
say they have and are doing more 
than any one else. Yet one can say, 
“Jimmy will you do this by tomor¬ 
row?” and sure enough whatever 
had to be done has been done. These 
^re the people who stay after every¬ 
body else is gone to wash the cold 
sticky coffee cups, sweep the floor 
of litter and doughnut crumbs, and 
who just barely catch the last bus 
for their homes—usually on the far 
side of the city. Somehow they don’t 
have to be told when work is to 
be done. They’re right on the spot 
to do it; quietly, unobtrusively, 
without fanfare, and usually without 
the appreciation that is due them 
by the rest of the members. Thank 
God that such people exist; no club 
could do without them. 

Ihor is a talented, brilliant boy. 
He’s a born leader, handsome, 
gentle with a knack for winning 
friends and making them do things 
for the club as a favor to them¬ 
selves. Yes, there were big hopes in 
Ihor. Younger than the rest of the 
members he was already on the 
executive, and considered seriously 
a*, president at the next U.C.Y. elec¬ 
tion. Then things happened slowly, 
not big things, but little things, 
which however carried an ominous 
sign of warning about them. There 


was the time of the Drama Festival, 
Ihor was to have a half-dozen card 
tables on stage before curtain time. 
Curtain time came but no Ihor and 
no card tables. Again Ihor was asked 
to run a film for the altar boy 
meeting. Somehow Ihor couldn’t 
quite make it. Then he began to 
miss the executive meetings. It 
wasn’t too noticeable at first but 
gradually a little annoying to the 
rest of the members. Ihor had a 
round, mellow, baritone voice, he 
liked to sing and was quite regular 
at the weekly practices at first. Oc¬ 
casionally he was a bit late; once 
or twice at the half time break Ihor 
managed to break away from two 
or three chums, not exactly the 
hoodlum type but suspicious looking 
characters, who waited for him 
under the street-corner lamp until 
practice was over. Ihor was finding 
a new element for himself. His 
parents were rather well to do; a 
loving mother, an indulgent father. 
In addition to the family car Ihor 
had a car of his own. A jalopy— 
yes, but serviceable for Ihor’s needs.
